is as great or wort, tho’sto the commod 
Apprehenfion lefs familiar, #8 not defcrib’d, 
nor the People: under 2 propertion’d Con- 
_ certraboutit; and thas it farés with us in 
another Cafe, which if rightly confider’d, 


would perhaps embark fome otherPeopiec ia a 
Concern about it that yet appear not moved 
at it, amd chis is the importing Vis Scoslend 
Things, aot prohibited enly by the intare 
vening Accidents of che War,but prene| 
ws are prohibited by a fertled cfablifh 
Prohibition ia a due and national Conlidera — 
tion, tor che Good of our Trade, the Em 
couragemenc of ovr Manufa@ures, and the 
Employment of oar Poors and thefe are 
fuch a8 French ahd Eaft-indid Silks, in whicB 
Manufadture I perfwade my falf, few of che 
Properties of the Scots Men are particularig 
and originally concern'd. 

{ nante this here upon two Accounts, and 
have referved them to this Paper, for the 
more diftin& mentioning them, that they 
may be fuited to the nderftanding of the 
Readers in cheix Conbderatioa of the reft of 
this Macter. : 


| Yhave often hinted, that it would have 
been for the publick Good of England to 
have had an open, Trade with France, as 


Scotland, when there} wus fuch a Kingdom, 


had, and as the Dutch have now ; but I muft 
add two particular Reftriétions; which I 
would have taken with it, that I may be 
rightly uaderftood, and théfe ard 3 

1. That jf chis open Trade fhouid be fyp- 
poling eur high Duties upan Wine and 
Brandy fhould remain,  - 

2. That fuch Prohibitions ag are laid on 
French Manufactures, as interfere with our 
ows, fhould alfo remain. 

1. That our high Duties remain; tha 
Reafons for aur high Duties. on Wine ang 
Brandy are. very good, aud very eafie to be 
apprehended, and they are 4 

t- Becavic if taken off, the French Wine 
is fo particularly pleating to our People, aid 
the Quanrity we drivk fo exceeding great, 
that we hall (1.) forfake all other Sorts of 
Diinking, | meanasto Wines and (2.) im 
port fogreataQuantity as will abuadame 
aver-run the Quantities of Exglife Go 
the French will cake of us, end fo curn the 
Ballance of Trade againft us as it formerly 
was, and take the Reafon for opening the 
Trade quite away. 


2. Becaufe it is much more profitable far: 


us to have our Wines from Portugal, Italy, 
and Spain, than from France 5 becaufe the 
firft three take nothing from us but our own 
BManwfaGures, which are the Employment 
ef our Lands and Poor, andthe other by 


ever-ballanciog ous Manufadtures, will draia 
us of our ready Meéney ta make good the 
Difference 


B think, thele ase good Reafons, why the 
ashe Dudes finuld remain on Wine ard 
Brandy, fides as Dearnefe of Goods leflens 
the Confumption, fo tho’ the Trade were 
Open,and fame who had not eqnalV.alue tory 
or Occafion to ipare their Money as others, 
would have Frewsh Wine whatever it coft ; 
yor others agai, akiong. whom all the mid 
dling Sort of Wine Drinkers would Ray 
Where they are, avd the common Draught 
as we call it, would be Portugal Wine Rill, 
to the publick Advantage of Trade, and ge- 
eral Supporc of off Manufadtuces, which 
are the Weaith of the Kingdom, aad mucs 
more fo thanever, now wehaye apetaes 
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Siftef-Kingdom to employ, and take care 
for 5 full of an able and numerous Off-fpring 
whofe Profperity is equally cur Intereft 
with ourown, and ought to be equally our 
Concern, 

2. I fay, that the Prohibitions of Trade, 
which are Jaid on not merely by the Acci- 
den: 6f the War, but purely to preferve 
and fuppert our own Manufacture, and em- 
ploy our ec .n Poer, ought by fo medins to 
be taken off, nor dof mean the removiig 
them, when I {peck of an open Trade 
Thete are always needful Prohibitions and - 
Limitations 11 Trade, which are thought 
proper to be maistain’d beeween Nations, 
whe are newerthelefs in Peace and pood 
Termsore valth another, butare found ne- 
oefary fo che gefpective Kimgdgms for the 
Supporcor wheic own Subjects, the Encou- 
ragemenc of che.s own Manufa@ures, and 
the particular Interefts of their feveral 
States, as Circumftances may require. The 
feveral Prohibitions of Manuta@ures, Cora, 
Sc. becwecn Brgised and /reland, 
and formerty betweet England and sce- 
land, are Demonftrattons ef thiss and J 
need go no farther for a Proof of-the Af- 
fertion. 

Thus whenl fay, we fheuld, if in our 
Sences, have ag open Trade with Framce, 
I do not fay we fhould take off all our juft 
Prohibitions which are made on Account of 
Trade, for that would be co return us to the 
fic® Gandition of Trade, in which we were 
atthe B ginning of this War, and wher we 
geally tnaded with France above 600006 I, 
Steslieg per Annum in ready Money out of 
aur Deckets;. But that we fhould take off 
ohofe general Prohibitions af Commerce, 
which os the Accident ot War have been 
thaught proper ta be made between the 
Wations—Aad I need go no farther back 
far this, shan fo the Ioterval of Trade 
we had with France, hetween the Peace 
of Reftick, and the Declaration of this 
laf, Wags when as I have formerly dee 
yhpatyyated, wetnaded withFrancegocoo |. 
Stetling per tenth to ovr Gain, the Dif- 
fesence of which, accordingto that kaown 
Rite, that al) Bailances of general Trade 
muft be made in Specie, fill’d us fo fall of 
Frensk Piftoles, that Come ignorant People

frighted us with their being brought over 
in Casks full to bribe our Parliament, upon 
which the Story of sbe Oyfter Barrel and she 
Pouffincers was, with vidicelous Feft enowgp, 
founded $ and upon which we had, if} mi- 
take not the Account,near 11cc0co Fifteles 
coined acthe Tower into Englifo Guineas. 

This is all by the by, butis added to intro- 
duce the Argamenr, that thefe Prohibitions 
oughc by no meansto be removed in Cale 
~ @f an open Trade. : 
_ As to whacthey are, "tis fhort and evi- 
dent; fuch as Alamodes and Luftrings, 
and al) Sorts of wrought Silks, from Caude- 
beck, Sc. Glafs»from Normandy, Gloves, 
Ribands, and thé like. 

If any Man ask fo weak a Queftion, why 
thefe fhould ftill remain prohibited, the An- 
fwer is fhort ; becaufe our own People, by 
Praflice and fome Inftru€tion have learned 
to make them all arbome, and they now 
employ great Numbers ofour Poor—That 
by Difule of the French fince they were pro- 
Bbited, our Gentry are accuftomed to the 
Wearing of our own, ,and wel) enough 
pleas’d with them; But laftly, and: more 
efpecially becaufe by the Chéapnefs.of the 
Materials and of Labour, together with 
their long Ufage, the French are able with- 
out thofe neceffary Prohibitions to make 
them either fomewhat better or fomewhat 
cheaper, and fo to-carry the Trade away 
from us. 

_ As thefe are good Realons, why the 

Frade being open, the Prohibicions: fhould 
remzin ; fo Ithink-they are very good 
Reafors why thofe Good ,which are on thefe 
very Accounts prohibited either from - France 
orelfewnere, fhoald noc have been brought 
jmto England theo’ Scotland, and “tis a very 
unhappy Circumftarce,. that this* had no 
Confideration in the Treaty, where but 
two: Words of a Claufe to prevent the Im- 
portof foreign Goods prohibited, had put 
aStopto the Occafions of all.this Clamour, 
and we had found no Room to reproach one 
anether on thefe Accounts. 

’Tis true, the Quantity of thefe Goods, 
Silks, (Jc. are not equal to the Articles we 
are now particularly uneafie about, and I 
fhali not eodeavour to raife new Objeions 5 
put I muf fay, thefe things make the Frauds 


toe more:confidetable, and Frade as wi fh 
as the pnblick Revenue are-very confidense 
bly influenced by chen And in this.as iss 
the otber Articles, the Jmporcers are fj} 
Englifo Dien; and 1 {ee no Roven chey have 
left them: to complain, if the Government 
does take Methods to diftinguilh between a 
capitulated Liberty conditioned for im a. 
‘Freaty, and an aflumed encroaching Claim 
tathe (smeLibefty,in Defence of fated antt 
open Frauds, both to the Oppreffion of 
Trade, and:the Damage of the publick Re- 
venue. 

- Upon this’ Diftin@ion the whole Matter 
turns 3 I cannot fee the lea Reafon the 
Scots have to be diffatisfy’d, if their Proper 
ties are fecuréd ; nay, they will, be better 
for it, asthe Market will be bigher abrové, 
and. their Confuinption the cheaper 3 andes 
they have no Reafon to be. diffatisfy’d, net 
ther will they be diffatisfy’d, or any Way 
difcontentabout it: Let the Law take. its 
Courfe, the QUEEN will have Equity, as 
well as the Subje&s will have Law, and thie 
Houfe of Lords may decide it atdaft. 

And thus, Gentlemen, all this Broil-may 
ceafe, and the whole Debate be at an Endy 
risa Difficulty ju at the Bntrance, when 
it is. once got over, it can never happena- 
gain, the Bufinels.is fo to fettle the Mat- 
tery that the iy Ciaims of the Union may 
be maintain’d, and yet the QUEEN havea 
juft and equitable Relief againft Frawda 5 
that Scotland may not be reftrain’d their Sell 
and legal Liberty and free Intercourfe of 
Trade, according to the 4sb Article of the: 
Treaty, and yet that Exgland may not be 
trick’d, abus’d, asd impos’d upon by Knaves 
of her own or other. Nations, in making the. 
Union a Cover to their Thefts and Plunder- 
ings ofthe Governments tnat they may nvt 
raife War between the real and litteral 
of the Union, between the Voice of the Q- 
nion, and the Voice of them that made it. 

Tis hard, Geutlemen, thac Tricks end 
Cheats fhould invade the.lénion in its Cra- 
dle, and juft before ic bas learnt to {peak 
plain, its Words thovld be turned and rwitt:.
